—For common prepared gine dissol ve
two pounds good common glue In three
pints of warm wator, and and one
quartof strong vinegar, Ready to use
after twenty-four hours,

—Two stop oracks in wrinut furniture,
take equal parts of becswax and seal-
Ing-wax, and mix them by melting
them together, or disso've In aleohol,
Colur with umber.

—To prevant wuthy in carpets, wash
the carpet bufore laying them with
spirits of turpentioe or benzine,
